The timely submission under 37 CFR 1.129(a) filed on June 28, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because 
applicant has not presented arguments pointing out why the newly presented claims are patentable over the applied references as per 
37 CFR 1.111. section (b): In order to be entitled to reconsideration or further examination, the applicant or patent owner must reply 
to the Office action. The reply by the applicant or patent owner must be reduced to a writing which distinctly and specifically points 
out the supposed errors in the examiner 's action and must reply to every ground of objection and rejection in the prior Office action. 
The reply must present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions believed to render the claims, i ncluding an y newly presented 
claims, patentable over any applied references. If the reply is with respect to an application, a request may be made that objections or 
requirements as to form not necessary to further consideration of the claims be held in abeyance until allowable subject matter is 
indicated. The applicant's or patent owner 's reply must appear throughout to be a bona fide attempt to advance the application or the 
reexamination proceeding to final action. A general allegation that , jh^ t^ims define a pat entable invention without specifically 
poi nting out how the language of the claims patentablv distinguishes them from the references does not complywith the requirements^ 
of this section. 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete reply to the prior Office action, applicant is given a 
shortened statutory period of ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, to submit a 
complete reply. This shortened statutory period supersedes the time period set in the prior Office action. This time period may be 
extended pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 136(a). If a notice of appeal and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) were filed prior to or with the 
payment of the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(r), the payment of the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(r) by applicant is construed as a 
request to dismiss the appeal and to continue prosecution under 37 CFR 1.129(a). The appeal stands dismissed. 
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
